ALBANY, March 28.—Déspite. a vig-: 
orous protest by the New York City ad- 
ministration, the Legislature has passed 
a bill which, if it receives the approval 
of Gov. Glynn, will prevent the city 
from extending the benefits of its new 
water supply to certain sections of 
Brooklyn and Queens, now at the mercy 
of private water companies. The bill, 
which was introduced in the Senate by 
James A. Foley, representing Charles. F’. 
Murphy's. district, and in the Assembly 
by William J. Maier of: Seneca County, 
is now in the hands of the Governor. 
The prospects are that the Governor. will 
sign the measure, for neither he nor 
John Godfrey Saxe, his legal adviser, 
apparently has been impressed by warn- 
ings that it contains a. *.joker.’’ 

“TI shall not veto a bill iust because 


the cry of joker is~raised,’’ said the 
Governor. “ You must show me where 
the: joker is,’’ 

This was after William F. Sheehan 
had delivered an eloquent discourse 
on the merits.of the bill, No.reférence 
was made in his speech te a clause’ con- 
tained in Section 16° of the measure 
which was-said to conceal. the “ joker.’ 
oe. bill amends the conservation law 

by placing private and municipal water 
plants under the supervision of the 
Conservation. Commission. 

In a new section it adds to the present 
conservation law and the powers of the 
Conservation Commission in regulating 
the distribution of water are defined. 
The Pe vested in the commission, if 
anyt ing, spre broader than the powers. 
vested e Public Service Commission 
reruinting tha railroads. 

Exemption is created, however, for 
first and sécond class ‘cities. But in 
Section 19 of the. bill, where the terms 
used in the measure are defined, this 
exemption evidently is. upset, for a 
clause in that s on gives the follow- 
ing definition of mero ge and mu- 
nicipal corporation—terms with which 
the entire text.of the bill bristles: 

The terms ‘municipality and municipal 
corporation, when used in-this chapter, in- 
clude a city, village, town, or water district 
vor water supply tistrict or: ‘fire district 
organized at provided by general and spe- 
cial act. 

New York City, it is pointed out by op- 
ponents to the bill, comés clearly within 
that. definition. The provision which is 
said to mean mischief for New York 
City, in its present plans to make the 
widest possible use: of the Catskill sup- 
ply of water, is Contained in a. new 
section, 513, added to the conservation 
law by the poleye Mater bill.

Officials of Queens Company Scy 
City Should Buy Out That Concern. 


Municipal authorities ard others As- 
socaitéd in the city government said 
yesterday. that the water supply bill 
which has passed the Legislature in 


Albany, and which the Mayor, the

Company, 
however, do not agree with the city 
authorities. They assert that the bill is 
more of’a protection to the city than a 
menace in that it will put all water 
companies under the supervisidn of the 
Conservation Commission, 
companies are under the Public Service 
Commission. They also say, that the 
bill will protect the taxpayers by pre- 
venting. the city from extending- its 
water. system through a territory al- 
ready supplied with water as well and 
as cheaply as possible. 

“ The economical thing for the city, to

County,” one of the company’s repre- 
sentatives said yesterday, “is to buy 
the mains of the Queens County Com- 
pany. .If the company is charging too 
much for its water and at the sanie 
time puts an exorbitant price upon its 
mains, then the city will have a clear 
case of necessity.

ACTORS LOSE WARDROBES 


, 4 
Fire Started Near Switchboard in 
Basement and Falling Bits of Big 
Glass Roof Hurt Firemen. 


The interior of the moving picture 
studio of the Thomas A. Edison Com- 
pany, Incorporated, at Decatur Avenue 
and Oliver Place, the Bronx, was -de- 
stroyed by fire early yesterday morn- 
ing. The huge glass roof of the studio 
‘was completely wrecked, several fire~ 
men were injured by: falling glass, and 
many mdving picture feature films de- 
Stroyed, among.them the films of @ big |teen 
production. which was to have been 
called the Battle of Mobile Bay. In the 
destruction of this film, not only the 
Union and Confederate fleets were 
jcompletely destroyed but even Mobile 
Bay was burned up. Likewise several 
thousand dollars’ worth of costumes 
were destroyed, and more than 500 
moving-picture actors and actresses are 
temporarily thrown out of employment. 

Daniel Collins, a night watchman, 
discovered the fire shortly after 4 
o'clock yesterday morning. Collins was 
in the basement at the time making his 
, regular rounds, when he detected the 
‘odor of smoke. In the main auditorium 
of the studio twelve men were at. work 
| finishing up the scenery to be..used in 
the Battle of Mobile Bay. . They were 
on the last twelve waves.of Mobile Bay 
when they ‘heard Collins’s cry of 
- ' Fire! ” 

The smoke was coming trom the part 


of the basement. where is located the 
large electric race on, Boog operates 
the hundreds lights used in the audi- 








Collins turned in an alarm and then he 
and the twelve men made their way 
through the smoke toward the switch- 
board. So black and thick was the 
pall of smoke, however, that they wers 
unable to find the blaze itself and were 
still groping about-in the darkness

By “this time = whole building was 
enveloped in smok ¥ and the glare of the 
flames showed dinj in the basement. The 
studio is a massive concrete affair and 
through every door and every window 
the smoke poursd. out in dense black 
clouds, while the fast-heating glass 
roof soon began to crack. As the fire 
increased the glass broke and soon wags 
falling in showers to the floors of the 
studio,

General Society of ‘Mechanics 
and Tradesmen Will Use 
“Proceeds in Its School. 


RARE OLD BOOKS INCLUDED 


Reference Section’ Alone.May Be 
Retained—-Library Committee 
Opposed to a Sale. 


Valuable books and rare editions in 
the library of the General Society of 
Mechanics and’ Pradesmen, 


are to be sold and the proceeds applied 
to ‘development of the trade school fa- 
cilities in the new building at 16-24 West 
Forty-fourth Street. This library of 100,- 
000 volumes has-ceased to fill a practical 

want since the New York Public Library | 
and its branches’ have covered every 
district of the city. President Lewis W. 
Harrington says: 

‘The time -has come when all but the 
; reference -section should. be disposed of, 
and monty that is now spent for it 
should be applied to the filling of our 
vacant schoolrooms with several hun-, 
dred-of. the young men who are on our 
waiting list. -To me It does not seem 
fair to: thé brother who has done so 
much for the school, in building and 
endowment, to continue the circulating 
section when he has so amply provided 
for it in the New York Public Library 
and its branches, about two to each 
ward of the city, which brings the books 
much nearer the homes of the readers 
than they have ever been before, so 
that the closing of that section will not 
be any hardship.” 

The library was established in 1820, or 
thirty-five years after the organization 
of the society in 1785. It was one of 
the first. free libraries. It has a num 
ber of rare works, among them “ De- 
scription de L’Egypte,’’ being Napoleon’s 
observations of Egypt, compiled for the 
French: Government, in twenty-three 
volumes, dated 1809; a gift to the library 
by William H. Webb. There is one 
copy of ‘‘ Cesar Daly,’’ a work that sells 
for more than $400, and several copies 

ef the first edition of Owen Jones’s 
f Grammar of Ornament,’’ another very 
valuable work. Other fine books in- 
clude the igift of John M, Mossman, 
“Ancient Roman Architecture,’ by 
Giov. Battista Piranesi, containing 1,180 
etchings, divided into twenty- seven vol- 
umes, printed from plates 100 to 250 
years old; two volumes of ‘‘ Pompeii,” 
one with 100 and the other with seven- 
teen colored. plates of great beauty; 
three volumés of Hollyer’s book of 
prints, entitled ‘‘Old New York,’’ and 
the same ‘author’s ‘“‘ Poets and Authors 
of England and America.’’ ‘The library 
also contains Joseph J. Little’s collec- 
tion of portraits. of composers compiled 
by. Gustave Kobhe, including: composers 
from Palestrina to agner.

* LONDON, March 28.—The Times 
announces that a set of thirty- 
seven. remarkable Ancient Greek.sur- 
gical instruments, discovered near. the 
site of Kolophon in Ionia, have been 
given to Johns Hopkins University and 
will soon be taken to America. They 
were for a considerable time in. the 
possession of ‘the late Alfred O. ‘Van 
Lannep, Dutch Vice Consul at Smyrna, 
and. have now been brought to Eng- 
land. 

The instruments. show a type of 
workmanship unequalled in any other 
extant specimens and generally re- 
veal the very, great progress in sur- 
gery which the ancients had made.

THE WAR PORTFOLIO! 


Was Recommended by. ia 
Commanders, but His Terms 
Were Not Accepted. 


WANTED A STRONGER ARMY 


Said War Might Begin at Any Time 
and: a.’Minister Who Neglected 
the Army Would Be a Traitor.

March 28—The tentative 
selection of a’ Minister of War for the 
new ‘Salandra Cabinet revealed a sit-

In is past Ministers were chosen 
by ‘the new Premfer from among the 
Generals..who were already Senators, 
with a view chiefly to including in 
the’Cabinet a certain number of mem- 
bers of the upper house. This time 
the new Premier and the King are so 
convinced: of. the necessity of intrust- 
ing the army to capable, energetic 
hands ‘that the commanders of the 
twelve army corps into which _ the 
military forces are divided were asked 
to suggest the man they thought best 
qualified to fill the post at such a 
moment. 

Seven ‘of them designated Gen. 
Porro, who is not a géneral command- 
er but the commander of thé, military 
division of Milan. Gen. Porro, who 
is a+ Piedmontese soldier of the old 
stamp, showed at once that he was 
worthy of the confidence reposed ‘in 
him. . He refused: to take the position 
of Minister of War unless power was 
given to. him:.to reorganize and 
strengthen .the army, weakened by 
the war with Turkey, and make it fit 
to take the field against a European 
foe. 

He openly said that there was no 
time to lose; that war might start at 
any moment, and that the General who 
accepted the position of head of the 
army without having a certainty of 
bringing it up to the standard neces- 
sary to defend the nation’s ‘territory 
would be a traitor: 

He insisted that an ‘appropriation 
of at least $1,000,000 be added to the 
$91,000,000 of the yearly budget of 
the. army. He pointed’ out that 
France’s standing army was now over 
600,000, soldiers and that Austria’s was 
400,000. He thinks it indispensable 
for Italy ‘to have a standing army of. 
300,000, which must be up to date in 
all respects. This,’he repeatedly stat- 
ed, could-not be delayed. 

Being unable to obtain all he want- 
ed, Gen. Porro preferred to refuse the 
portfolio. 


SUICIDE-BATE GROWING. 


French Average to Population 

Treble That of 70 Years Ago. 
Spectal Cable to Tom New York Timms. 

PARIS, March .28—Suicides in 
France are increasing. Since , 1904, 
when the total was 8,876, there has 
been a continuous rise in numbers to 
9;819—7,476 men and 2,348 women 
in 1910. This is’25 suicides to 100,000 
inhabitants, and treble the proportion 
of seventy years ago. A great num- 
ber of those killing themselves are 
widowers. 

Of the 9,282’ suicides whose. domi- 
ciles are known, 4,968 lived in ‘rural 
places and 4,314 in cities. In both 
sexes it is the domestic who shows 
thé largest proportion of suicides;: then 
persons’ practicing the liberal profes- 
sions, 

The motives.in the average 100 sul- 
cides are{ Twenty-one from physical 
suffering, 16 ‘from. misery or reverses 
of fortune, 13 from drunkenness; 12 
from domestic troubles, ‘9. from 
thwarted love, 4 from debauchery, 2 
from unknown motives, and 24 from 
heat. .There are always more suicides 
in. the Spring and Summer than in 
the Autumn and Winter.

THE RAILWAY READJUSTMENT. 

|. Shippers, unionists, commuters, and 
legislators have united iu acting as 
though the treasuries of the railways 
were a bottomless mine from which 
all might take, and to which none need 
contribute. The only thing which is 
commen to all these interests is the 
thing whith they united to destroy: 
There is ho mah, Woman, or child in 
the United States who is not inter- 
ested in the prosperity of the railways, 
and yet each of the various classes 
who are made prosperous by the rail- 
ways has made its little grab without 
opposing the grabs of the others. It 
Was @ conspiracy of loot, by law, 
wherein those who could not hope to 
succeed. separately might sucteed 
uhitediy. It never seemed to occur to 
any of the iooters that their success 
Might be too e@feat. It might. have 
been a happy thought for the shippers | 
that if they opposed the payment of 
excessive wages there would be a bet- 
ter prospect of lower tates.

In onf own Legis-' 
lature, now. happily adjourned, there 
was a Dill to prevent such: action by 
the courts. The most-serious conflict 
of all is the fact. that incdme and ex- 
penses are regulated by different bod- 
ies and upon different principles. 
Nothing .is better settied< than that 
rates shoul@ always be régulated 
downward and wages should always 
be regulated upward. Bach of these 
inconsistent regulations fs by a dff-- 
ferent body, ané neither considers the 
action of the other. Yet the country 
listens to those who arise to say that 
the rallways are inefficiently managed’ 
when they remain solvent under such 
conditions. 

It coneerns the country to dé 
cide whether the railways are to 
be left to the theorists and the 
politicians, or are to be preserved 
for the country’s benefit. The cout- 
try. can do no more business than 
the railways can carry, and the rail- 
ways have stopped growing. ¥t ts 
treason to prosperity even to imagine 
that the country has approached its 
high-water mark. We shall do mere 
and better business than ever—if we 
let the railways ltve.

Governor, Sen- 
ator, and Assemblyman would be 
quite manageable; instead of that, the 
voters are asked to signify their choice 
of candidates to a acore of’ offices. 
The officials, being unknown to all 
but the bosses, are bad or inefficient. 
The people lose faith tn thelr Legis- 
latures and State administrations and 
fly to Congress for help. 
It is true that the Government at 
Washington will find it difficult to en- 
force its legislative decrees all over 
the country if the Federal Child Labor 
bill #8 passed. It were. far better if 
the people of each State should find 
close at hand a means of protecting 
its-children frofm long hours and uh- 
healthful labor in its Industries. When 
they learn to copy the Federal Gov- 
ernment in its elective and appointive 
systems they will find loeal instru- 
mentalities effective. 

In his book on “ Constitutional Gov- 
ernment” WoopRow Witson says: 

Moral and social questions orig- 
inally teft to the several States for 
settlement can be drawn into the field 
of ‘Federal authority only at the ex- 
‘pense of the self-dependence and ef- 
ficiency of the several communities 
of which our complex body politic is 
made up. Paternal morals, morals 
enforced by the judgment and choices 
of the central authority at Washing- 
ton, do not and can not create vital 
habits or methods of life unless sus- 
tained by. lotal opinion and purpose, 
local prejudice and conveniencé—un- 
less suported by local convenience and 
interest; and only. communities capa- 
ble of taking care of themselves will, 
taken. together, constitute a nation 
capable of vital action and control. 
You cannot atrophy the parts with- 
out atrophying the whole. 

While in full sympathy with the 
purposes of the sponsors for the Fed- 
éral Children’s. bill, we seé clearly that 


merce between States it seeks to usurp 
powers reserved by the States for their 
local self-control and well-being. They 
will never learn to manage capably 
their own affairs if the responsi- 
bility of management is taken from 
them. To force a rule upon them 
from without is sure ultimately to be 
futile, as it is unsound and undemo-

KING’S TENANTS MAY STRIKE 


Successive Increases of Rent Have 
Caused Great Discontent. 
Special Cable to. THE New YORK TIMEs. 

BONDON, March 28-—King:. George 
may ‘have to deal with a rent strike 
on his’ private.estate at Sandringham. 
"There ‘is ‘considerable discontent 
among the tenants of the small farms 
on the royal estate; and they are ask- 
ing a. reduction of rents.on the ground 
that the recent. increase in. wages of 
the King’s laborers. was given at their 
expense. . 

These small farms; varying from one 
to three acres, were created by King 
Hdward, who offered very low rents 
in order to attract tenants with small 
capital. On King. George's accession 
the farm holders’ received. with dis- 
may.a notice that the rents would be 
raised 20 per cent., and the agent of 
the royal estate has now. recommend- 
ed that the rents-be increased another 
10 per cent. 

The: tenants are unanimous in the 
opinion that the tdast increase means 
that they are: being called upon to pay. 
the extra wages of the laborers. and 
are resisting further demands on their 
pockets. 

No reply tea as yet been given their 
request . for consideration’ of their 
grievance, but some settlement must 
be reached with them by May; other- 
wise; there: will be something very. 
like a ‘rent strike on the royal estate.

Be Considered In Fixing Frelght 
Rate»Advance, if: Granted. 


WASHINGTON; March 28;—Louis D. 
Brandeis, counsel forthe - Interstate 
Commerce. Commission, in opposition to 
the proposed 6 per cent, inerease in 
railroad froight rates, submitted’ to-day 
a statement showing that free services 
rendered to shippers’ by railtoads in 
classification territory result in serious 
‘depletion of: the revenues of the roads. 

‘The special free services under con- 
sideration by: the commission: were free 
storage, free warehousing, free loading’ 
and ‘unloading of cars, free lighterage, ' 
free elevation of: grain, and various 
other free terminal services. : 

Mr. Brandeis asserted that the cost to 
the railroads. of these free services were 
so great as to absorb. from 25 to 60: 
per cent. of the freight rates receipts, 
and,: in .certain.instances, «more than 
the: entire receipts were. absorbed, -re- 
sulting in a: substantial. cash loss’ to’ the 
road. 

Mr. Brandeis evi that in Philadelphia 
shippers. * who choose to patronize cer- 
tain. warehouses designated by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad have their freight 
unloaded from the. cars, stored ‘four 
days, ‘and then carried to the wagon 
free of expense to the shipper, the .ex- 
pense of the operation’ being borne by. 
the’ Pennsylvania Railroad. This’ free 
service cost the Pennsylvania at. Phila- 
delphia ‘through three of the four sub- 
sidized. warehouse. companies “$282,261 
in, the year ended June -30,: 1913.” 

He pointed out that unless thé freight 
passed through these warehouses, the 
road made no allowance to the shipper 
for loading; unloading or warehousing. 

* Besides* the. discrimination between 
shippers there is furthermore a discrim- 
ination ‘between warehousemen,” Mr. 
Brandeis asserted: . “The provision on 
th: oh of the railroad appears to be 
stri ngly improvident from whatever 
point of view it may be regarded...

It \has: been : taken’ lightly | by this.

taken lightly. -It-is the most serious 
demonstration that ‘the revolutionary 
element has made in this country since 
the demonstrations in Chicago in 1886, 
which ended in the conflict between 
the police and the revolutionists in 
\ Haymarket Square, the throwing. of 
the famous bomb, and the hanging of 
the Anarchist leaders. 


The conflict. was brought about 


when the police attempted to break up. 


one of the revolutionary meetings, - 


The leaders of the present: movement 
openly say that a similar attempt to- 
day will bring about the same result. 
The blame, they say, will be on the 
shoulders of the police; as long as the 
police do not interfere with them there 
‘will be no bloodshed; if the police do, 
there will be. 5 

“I don’t know whether it was con- 
sciously done or not,” said .Emma 
Goldman to me the other day, and she 
smiled significantly as she said it, 
“bdut it was a very diplomatic move 
on the -part of ‘the authorities not 
td interfere last Saturday ‘with the 
Union Square meeting and the parade 
on Fifth Avenue. I really congratu- 
late the Mayor on that, congratulate 
him’ sincerely—if it. was consciously 
done. 

“Because you know that . when 
hungry people are driven to despera- 
tion they can’t reason. They ought 
not to be expected to, efther.” 

Detective James J. Gegan is one of 
the policemen assigned to the follow- 
ing of the so-called raiders. He has 
been, on the “case” ever since Tan- 
nenbaum began his movement on the 
churches,.and has watched it day by 
day, After the Fifth Avenue demon- 
stration. of which Miss Goldman thus 
‘spoke, he said: 

“Tt is évident that the men down- 
town |(meaning his official supériors) 
do..mot recognize the seriousness of 
this movement. We who follow them 
from day to day see that they are 
gaining strength, and unless they are 
checked serious consequences may re- 
sult.” 


Real. History of. Movement. 


The public appearance ‘a week ago 
of Bmma Goldman, Alexander. Berk- 
man,.and the other anarchist leaders 
in’ this’ movement started by Frank 
Tatinenbaum and heretofore called an 
I. W. "W. movement, startled our care- 
less town. The consternation it -ex- 
cited. led. to. a lot of bewildered. at- 
tempts to account ‘for it, all of ‘them 
entirely wrong. The ‘favorite notion 
eppeared to be that Big Bill Haywood 
and the I. W. W. had started. the 
movement, using. Tannenbaum as a 
tool, and that the anarchists had sud- 
denly.stepped in and wrested it away 
from them. 

Believing that this movement is a 
matter of much importance to every, 
body, and particularly’ to the class 
that is menaced by ft, I-shall here set 
down the real history: of this move- 
‘ment, which is printed now for the 
first time, and its alms. It will dis- 
turb some preconceptions, but it will 
be the truth, 

This. movement. was. not ‘originated 
either in the eouncils of the T. W.’W. 
nor those of the anarchists. It origi- 
nated in a centre.of social disaffec- 
tion which: hitherto has not been men- 
tioned in connection with it—the Fer- 
‘. ref School, at 63 West 107th ‘Street 

Bmma Goldman @nd Alexander 
Berkman ‘did not suddenly swoop 
upon it after they saw tts progress 
andthe opportunities “it afforded.

First, of a little, blonde- halved, biue- 
eyed girl addressing a meeting of the 
unemployed in Union Square and quot- 
ing Cardinal Marnning’s maxim: “ Ne- 
cessity knows no law, and the starv- 
ing man has a natural right to a 
share of his neighbor's bread.” She 
added,“ Ask for work. If they do not 
give you work,.ask for bread. If they 
do not give you work or bread, then 
take bread.” The community was 
thrown into a panic; the girl was ag- 
rested, tried, convicted, and sentenced 
to serve a-year on Blackwell's Island. 
This was in 1893. 

Second, .of a little, blonde-hatred, 
blue-eyed: woman addressing a meet- 
ing. of the unemployed in Union 
Square and. saying: . ‘' March. down 
to the Mayor. March down to the 
police.. March down to the other city 
officials, .Make them tell you what 
they are going to do to give you food 
and. shelter...

“There is a great difference .be- 
tween the quality of the unemployed 
themselves then: and. now... Then. it 
was just simply.a blind groping, and 
now it is @ consciousness that they 
are entitled to a share of the good 
things. of life.

“Ferrer School. boys,” one .of whom 
was Tannénbaum. All of. them: at- 
tended the evening classes ‘there, and 
the Ferrer School claims.them as its 
product and’ is- proud of them. ‘Tan- 
nenbaum was not a representative in 
any authorized sense: of elther: the I. 
W. W.-vor the Anarchists, though he 
was well. known to the leaders of 
both. The whole, idea.-was his own 
and that of-his chums at the school, 
whose names are. withheld -by- the 
school authorities for perfectly under- 
standable reasons, 

None of them at first contemplated 
the church-raiding’ scheme or any of 
the. subsequent developments, . Their 
plan. at first was simply to organize as 
few meetings to agitate the unem- 
ployment’ issue, and the~ shape the 
movement afterward. took was simply 
a rather rapid evolution. 

They informed Emma Goldman of 
their. plans and asked her to raise 
mohey in aid of them, She has. been 
delivering, all. Winter, a series of suc- 
cessful lectures at the Berkeley Ly- 
ceum on the subject of the .modern 
drama, She. made her appeal for 
funds at one of these lectures and col- 
lected about $40, 

Tannenbaum ' and his associates at 
first undertook to hold their meetings 
in a-hall, but did not ‘have money 
enough to keep therh up, They then 
resorted to open-air meetings, and the 
idea of moving on to the churches 

. Stew out. of that. It was an inspira- 
tion of the Ferrer School boys. 

The Hebrew Trades and the Soctal- 
ists called a conference of the unem- 
ployed, but when it was held the radi- 
cal element ofthe I. 'W. W. and the 
Anarchists appeared and took posses- 
sion of the meeting, and the Socialists 


and the Hebrew Trades withdrew. This. 


was the night Tannenhaum was ar- 
rested, and since then the. éxtremists 


have béen in full contro! of the move- * 


ment. When the young leaders were 
arrested. the work was carried on by 
men. like them. The capture of one. 
of these youthful disturbers simply

Emma Goldman’s Dream. 


The leaders of the Anarchists and 
the I. W. W. kept. ostentatiously out 
of the movement. at. first, but were 
delighted with it; not merely because 
it was in line with their ideas, but be- 
cause it' was a fulfillment of the hope 
they had always entertained—that by 
the constant sowing of discontent the 
younger element would at last rise 
itself, without waiting for leaders. It 
had always been their dream to bring 
about social changes, as one of them 
yexpresses it, “through the ‘working- 
men thetiiselves, as opposed to the So- 
clalist conception, which does every- 
thing through the State,” 

Through all the twenty-one years 
since Emma Goldman was. sentenced 
to jail for her vain’ effort: to disturb 
the apathy of the unemployed, this 
had been her dream: She was delight-

- @uring the last few days. concerning 
“Treland.. What do they really mean? 
What is the cause of all the trouble? 
And how will it end? .These are 
guestions which I will answer as 
clearly as possible in the following 
erticle. — 

I have np desire to pen a history of 
Trish politics during the last two gen- 
erations, but, in order fully to explain 


the present situation, it willbe neces- 


gary briefly to mention the two great 


campaigns which have already been, 


conducted on behalf of home. rule— 
one in 1885-6, and the other in 1892-3.

One hundred and three of this 
number are returned from Ireland, 
eighty-four being Nationalists and the 
remaining nineteen Unionists. - As the 
total number of Unionists in the House 
is slightly in excéss of that of the 
Liberals, it will be seen that if the 
Nationalists at any time refused to 
support the Government the latter 
would be beaten. The House of Lords 
consists of nearly 600 Peers, less than 
100 of whom support the Government, 
the remthainder being all Unionists. 

AS a result of the two eléctions in 
1910: the Liberals: have managed to 
reduce the authority préviously’ pos- 
sessed by the Lords. The latter are 
now only able successfully to reject 
a dill’ on two occasions. 
bill is submitted to them dufing the 
third consecutive year and again re- 
jected the bill is;then sent straight to 
the King for his signature, after 
which it becomes law. 

The Parliament Act+as the meas- 
ufe was called—was passed in 1911, 
and the following year witnessed the 
introduction of another Home Rule 
bill.

So much regarding the history of 
the movement. Let us. now examine

Ulster, the centre of the contro- 
vérsy, and one of Ireland’s four prov- 
inces, is situated in the ,northeastern 
part of the country.’ More than half 
of. its inhabitants are resolutely op- 
posed to home rule, but in the other 
three provinces there is an overwhelm- 
ing majority in favor of it. -When I

are Roman. Catholics, and nearly all 
the opponents of home rule are Prot- 
estants, I. have indicated the most im- 
portant bone of .contention between 
the two parties—that concerning re- 
ligion.

It would be difficult in almost 
any country to find more narrow- 


“mindedness displayed than is the case 


between the ‘two factions in: Ireland. 
Each side seems to take delight in 
provoking the other, and fighting in 
the streets between them is no un- 
usual sight. 

In many business firms where the 
employer is a Catholic all of his Prot- 
eStant assistants have within the last 
year or two been dismissed. The same 
fact: applies to many institutions con- 
trolled by Protestants where Catholics 
have met with the same fate. The 
shipbuilding: yards’ in Belfast might 
be quoted:as an instance. Frequent 
rioting .broke out among the em- 
ployes—Protestents on one side and 
Catholics on the other—with the result 
that several firms found it nécessary 
to ‘employ men of one religious. per- 
suasion only. 

The Protestants firmly believe that 
if home rule is granted they will-‘be 
persecuted by the Catholics, who 
would inevitably have a majority in 
an Irish Parliament. -On the’ other 
hand, the Nationalists have been doing 
all/they can to disprove any such as- 
sertion and ‘endeavoring to shaw that 
they have béén most tolerant in -coun- 
ties where their cause predominates. 
Although the fight is ‘ostensibly being 
waged by the political” Parties, recent 
events in Ulster conchysively prove 
that it is the religious elements which 
are: chiefly in conflict. . If this diffi-

Army, have been urging the Ulster 
Protéstants to fight, if nécessary, to 
the last gasp in order to resist ‘what 
they deseribe as an ‘unnecessary and 
iniquitous measure. Although Sir Ed- 
ward Carson was himself the leader in 
forming the volunteer army, he has 
recently been compelled to .use a re- 
straining influence. among his fol- 
lowers, pending the result of the ne- 
gotiations which have beén entered 
into between the leaders on each side.

Consequently, 
matters for the moment reached a 
deadlock, although there are signs that 
something further will be done within 
the next few days, especially as the 
bill comes up for second reading in 
the Commons to-morrow, It is more 
than likely that all inter parties 
will ‘be persuaded’ to accept the Gov- 
ernment’s suggestion if the time lHmit 
is extended from six to ten of twelve 
years. 


Whatever occurs within the next” 


few days, it is a matter.of extreme re- 
gret that the Government should have 
issued an order for further:troops to 
be ‘moved into Ulster, as it is hard to 


‘ conceive any action more likely to put. 


an end to ‘the truce which has lately 
prevailed. The. most ‘serious ‘upshot 
of the mistake, however, has been the 
attitude of the army officers. 


: Bloodshed Improbable. 


The fact that the King sent for 
Lord Roberts: and Lord Charles Beres- 
ford proves how deeply concerned he 
must have been .at the. crisis which 
had so suddenly arisen..< Lord Rob-~ 


‘erts and Lord Beresford are two. of 


the most popular army and navy 
in England, and 
have both supported Ulster in the or- 
ouaiye for resistance which ‘has 

been going on. It is very evident: that* 
the King requested them to use their 
utmost influence with those officers: 
who had submitted their resignations, 
in the hope that. they would withdtaw 
them, It has also been stated, with. 
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an extent that somehow or other a 
solution of the problem will be discov~ 
ered. If, as I anticipate, it is in the” 
direction. of compromise, there is oneo 
danger. The Ulster Protestants have; 
for months past been worked up to. 
suth a pitch of excitement by those 
who have been organizing them that” 
Sir Edward Carson will have no light’ 
task in exerting a restraining influ-. 
ence. Still, considering the immense. 
authority which he wields, I think he 
will be succéssful. 

I consider the greatest danger will * 
arise if home rule should be defeated,. 
a contingency which I do not contem-.. 
plate. The Nationalists have been 
held in check for so long. by their” 
leaders that if their hopes should now” 
be dispelled I hardly dare consider the’ 
inevitable consequences, There Is no. 
doubt that ridting—seriaus and fierce 
—would be general in Ireland, "and 
any Government ‘would find’ \{thetf” 
faced with a tremendous task In itso 
endeavors to restore tranquility. Only. 
last Sunday the Nationalists In Lon- . 
donderry, a city in the heart of Ulster, 
desired to hold a street parade, but 
at. the request of their leaders, “who 
feared it might provoke a disturbance, « 
the parade was abandoned. But in, 
the event of home rule being rejected 
any such appeal, from whatever 
source it emanated, ‘would be ‘worse 
than useless, and all: the pent-up?

“ Wretched Loneliness.” 


“These: noble, brave, struggling,. ath- 
bitious and. self-sacrificing. young. men 
and women, who are not depending on 
your charity, who are not asking for 
alms, who.are helping themselves, and 
sending money home every week or 
month; who are accomplishing won- 
ders, who never think it a hardship to 
be self-supporting—they are the ones 
most worthy of your kindness and

Unless any person has actually lived 
the way we do, they cannot possibly 
have the slightést conception of what 
it really is.

Furnished .room life, to my) mind, is 
the -most ‘horrifying, soul-destroying 
existence possible ‘in. this world, or'the 
next, I should fancy. 

I recall’ one evening, not:so very 
long ago, when I returned to my room 
at-about 6:30 after an unusually dif- 
ficult day at the office. I was tired 
and had éaten a:solitary supper at a 
cheap réstaurant, and intended to go 
to my room and rest. Some one right 
over me was thumping up and down 
like mad, and a rocking chair at my 
left (in the adjoining .room,. where 
every movement could be heard): was 
creaking crazily to and fro. Rest was 
impossible. I tried to read and sew. 
The gas flickered and flared; that. was 
impossible. So I gave myself over to 
pleasant reflection, and. pleasant in- 
deed it was-+—not. 

Finally I jumped up; selzed my hat 
and coat, atid bolted for the door. It 
was then about 9 o’clock. I fancied 
the physical motion of ‘walking and 
the open air would drive away my dis- 
contented and unhealthy thoughts. I 
kept on going until I was exhausted, 
then I turned back and started slowly 
to retrace my steps. About half a 
dozen men accosted me on. the way 
back. Insulting and disgusting re- 
marks were directed toward me. I 
pretended not’ to Hear, and when I 
finally got to my room, too tired to 
try solving any more problems that 
day, I just tumbled into. bed and fell 
asleep, sobbing myself ‘into sleep.

The 
Atlantic Monthly for April, will un- 
doubtedly be read with absorbing in- 
terest by those who have pondered 
that ancient inquiry: ““ Why are manu- 
scripts rejected?” To furnish an an- 
swer to this inquiry is Mr. Hagnisan’s 
avowed purpose in writing his article,

acript of “ Queed”. in his. pocket he

rather than bad fortune when one re- 
calls “such: memorable. instances of 
manuscript travels as those undergone 
by WEstcott’s “ David Harum, ”* & book 
that knocked at eleven editorial doors 
before it finally obtained -a hearing, 
and became, incidentally, the “ best 
seller” of its day.

prettier than the little volumes of se- 
lections noted above. Cheap illuminated 
books are often an offense to the eye, 
but these are exquisite both in design 
and coloring. 
*,° 
Lovers of old Irish poetry will be in- 
terested in Miss ‘Hull’s collection of 
typical Irish songs from the eighth to 
the present century. A few have been 
left in the rough of literal translation, 
but most of them have been done into 
rhymed verse. Personally, we do not 
care for the rhymed versions. The lit- 
eral translations possess a stark sim- 
Plicity and strength which are largely 
lost in bending the verse to the necessi- 
ties of rhyme, and the poem is too 
often prettified, not beautified, in the 
process, But “The Poem Book of the 
Gael” will have a popular appeal, and 
will form a pleasant introduction to 
the study of old Irish poetry. Miss Hull 
knows her subject, and her “ Introduc- 
tion” is not the least valuable part 
of the book. She mentions one charac- 
teristic of the race and its literature 
that most people miss—‘“ the sudden 
break into. matter-of-fact, the curt_tone 
that cuts across much Irish poetry, re- 
vealing an unexpected side of life and 
character.” The early poetry, especial- 
ly, is marked by these cynical intru- 
sions, but that is no new discovery. 
What is new, so far as we know, and 
@ most illuminating bit of criticism, is 
Miss Hull’s argument that “ the ‘ Play- 
boy of the Western World’ is the direct 
modern representative of the tone of 
mind that produced the Ossianic lays.”

The ‘' Prose and 
Poetry’ by William Mortis is no ex- 
ception to the rule. .Besides verse, it 
contains some of the best of the prose 
tales, ‘‘ Gertha’s Lovers,” “‘ Svend and 
His Brethren,” and “The ‘Hollow 
Land,” and a few critical and de- 
scriptive articles written for The Oxford 
and Cambridge Magazine.

; IN connection with its concert of this 
I week the Schola Cantorum = has 
prepared an article on the Russian 
composers. represented on. its. pro- 
gramme which has a general ‘interest 
where it surveys the’ whole field. Por- 
tions of the article; which is by W. 
Prancklyn Paris, follow: 
~ The musical public of New York is 
more or less familiar with the sym- 
phonic music of Russia, but the gen- 
eral ear is not yét attuned to the point 
of giving a name and nationality to 
certain age-old melodies heard but sel- 
dom in concert’ and associated in this 
Russian mind with the accompaniment 
of the Balalaika. And yet the folk- 
songs of Russia are as individual, a3) 
nationally characteristic, as anything 
Spanish summoned up by the clacking 
of ecastanets or as anything Scotch 
summoned up by the wailing of the 
bagpipes. The peasant songs of Rus- 
ela derive .a particular -significance 
s7om. the fact that instrumental music 
does not begin in the land of the Czars 
until 1836. The splendid musical phrases 
recurring all through the early -vocal 
sic are alk that has come down to 
us from -the musical antiquity . of »the 
Slavs, a race that, judging from pres- 
ent temperamental traits, must have 
been intensely musical always. 

The earliest Russian’ composers, Glin- 
ka and Dargomyzhski, realized the pop- 
‘ular appeal of these Slav melodies, and 
incorporated many -of the original 
themes, very thinly disguised, in their 
operas. * 

To understand the poignant, almost 
elegiac, meaning of these. songs one 
must be imbued “with the poetry of 
Pushkin and Gogul, the realism of ‘Tol- 
stoi. and. Turgenieff, and have. expe- 
-rienced, the ‘ year-to-year succession - of 
dreary Winters.and lonely Summers and 
the empty contemplation of vast 
stretches .of steppes, ever the same— 
gray, frozen, inexorable. The melodies 
of the Russian people trace their origin 
back to pagan times, and include epic 
chants of martial glories, songs of wed- 
dings and of funerals. In more modern 
times came the lyrics of the peasantry, 
‘chanted: during work, harmonies with 
Plagal. and Phrygian cadences eloquent 
of profound melancholy. 

Thanks to the ‘restriction- imposed by 
the clergy of the Greek Church, which 
allows: no instrumental accompaniment 
to its service music, the sacred songs 
have’ flourished in’ musical purity, and

‘fection, produce a remarkable effect. 
The accustoming of the popular ear

These musical Nihilists—one-of them, 
Mougsorgsky, a cavalry officer in the 
crack Preobrazhenski regiment; another, 
Rimsky-Korsakoff, an officer in’. the 
Russian Navy; a third, Borodin, a pro- 
fessor of chemistry in the St. Petérs- 
burg Academy of Medicine;.o fourth, 
Balakireff, a retired diplomat, and a 
fifth, Cesar Cui, a Major General in the 
army and professor of fortifications at 
this imperial military school—wrote *vo- 
cal music, and not symphonic music 
with voice obligato which prevents 
listening to the orchestra, just as the 
orchestra in turn prevents listening. to 
the voice. Tschaikowsky drew away 
from these musical rebels later, but. it 
is to this group that what/is now ac- 
cepted as typical Russian music belongs, 

The opening number, the interlude 
from Rimsky-Korsakoff’s ‘‘ Sadko,’’ is 
one of the most finished orchestral 
pieces produced by the sailor-composer. 
Although composer of eight highly- 
prized operas, Rimsky-Korsakoff was 
not as original in inspiration as- his 
friends and associates, Borodin and 
Moussorgsky. His mastery of the 
technique of musical composition was 
very much greater than theirs, however, 
and it is without surprise that we hear 
of his finishing “ Prince Igor,”’ left. in- 
completed by Borodin, and “ Khovan- 
stchina’® unfinished at. the time’ of 
-death of Moussorgsky. 

“ Khovanstchina ” is the, name of a 
religious sect crushed out by Peter the 
Great. The form is almost exclusively 
that of melodious recitative into which 
the. composer has interwoven the mu- 
sical themes of many Caucasian zapla~- 
chki, ‘or wailing songs. 


If Wednesday’s concert does nothing 
else, it will help reveal Moussorgsky as 
the. most original of all. Russian com- 
posers. The dashing young Lieutenant 
of the Czar’s Guard. Regiment early fell 
@.victim to the toska, or spleen, to 
which so many of Russia's intellectuals 
fall: victim. He never. was. a trouba-+ 
dour, and his writings: are almost com- 
pletely devoid of any love themes, . but 
hé became embittered early, and: in the 
closing years of his life his inspiration 
was sombre and tragic.. He was always 
an. ardent sociologist, and, despite his 
aristocratic bringing up, his’ sympathies 
were with the submerged tenth. He 
déliberately chose the gutter, and, with 
Gorky and Tolstoi, studied and por- 
trayed the struggles of the people. 


One. of the excerpts of » “ Kho 
vanstchina ’’ to be, given by the Schola 
Cantorum is the. ‘‘ Plaint .of the Peo- 
ple.” This number has-been especially 
translated for the Schola and forms the 
overwhelming climax of the. opera.

within the last few days by the 
report submitted to the Board of 
Supervisors.of Westchester County by 
the Committee on Equalization of 
Assessments. 
value of real estate for.the entiré 
county is, $84,754,595 over 1913. 
Every town and city in the ‘county 
shows an increase. The table below 
will show the values for the different 
cities and townships, the figures rep- 
resenting the corrected ‘values for 
1913’ and 1914 ..0n both real estate 
and personal ‘property and the equal- 
ization rate. for the year. 

The report.shows a big: decrease in 

the personal tax lists. . Three towns 
reported “an increase in the personal 
tax, and ‘the rest. of the towns and 
Hl! three cities show a decrease. Har- 
rison shows an increase of $29, 050, 
North Castle of $24,975, and Scarsdale 
of $500. Yonkers shows a decrease of 
$110,100 and White Plains of $42,701, 
the assessed value of the personal 
property in Yonkers being now $2,- 
72,000 and in White Plains $53,000. 
Yorkers shows an increase: of. $24,- 
835,803 in value. in ‘real-estate, while 
the increasé in White Plains 
$664,839. 
Next to Yonkers, with its big realty 
increase valuation. of over. $24,000,000, 
comes New Rochelle, with an addition 
of. over $2;750,000 to its . assessed 
real estate value, and then Mount 
Vernon, with over $1,200,000 increase. 
These,.with White Plains, have been 
the most active realty centres of the 
county. for the past few years, and 
their neighboring residential districts, 
supplemented by ‘improved transit 
facilities, have led to many splendid 
improvements. — 

In Yonkers the growth of Park Hill, 
one of the choice home sections of 
Westchester, in addition to the com- 
munities to the east, including Saga- 
more Park, Armour Villa, and other

In New Rochelle, the opening of 
the New.

pensable adjunct to up-to-date garden- 
ing operations. 

Another advantage of planting your 
garden on the level is the more even 
distribution of water. In raised beds 
or ridged rows the rain or water from 
the hose runs off and away from the 
plants, which perhaps may be neéd- 
ing moisture badly. Then on the level 
and with a wheel-hoe the surface of 
ground that crusts after rain can’ be 
promptly and quickly stirred; thus 
forming a soil mulch. which -checks 
evaporating and conserves the under- 
ground moisture. 

If part of the land is low and mioist 
such crops as celery, onions, and late 
cucumbers should be grown there, 
and if .another: portion ‘is high, warm 
and dry that is the place for. early 
vegetables that need quick and warm 
soil, 

Garden crops require frequent cul- 

tivation, especially in dry ‘weather, 
the object being not only to destroy 
weeds, but what is of more impor- 
tance to conserve the soil’s moisture 
by keeping the surface crust broken 
and pulverized, thus forming an 
earth mulch which checks evapora- 
tion. 
T am a strong advocate of “ firm- 
ing” the soil over the seeds after 
sowing, especially when the soil is dry 
or likely to become so. I know. of no 
operation of more importance in 
elther the farm or garden. 


Particularly in the sowing of seeds 
I consider the matter of such impor- 
tamce that it cannot be too often or 
too strongly told,’ for..the 4tosstq the 
agricultural and herticultural “com-~ 
munity, by the neglect of- the simple 
operation of firming the soil’ around 
the seeds must amount to many miil- 
ions annually. For the mischief done 
is not confined only to the less im- 
portant garden operations, but even 
corn, cotton, wheat, turnips, and other 
important crops of the farm often 
fail, in hot and dry soils, by being 
sown without being firmed sufficient- 
ly to prevent the dry air shriveling or 
drying the seeds. Of course, the use 
of the feet is impracticable in firming 
seeds on the farm, but a heavy roller, 
applied after sowing, is an absolute 
necessity under certain conditions of 
the soil, to insure perfect germination. 

I beg to caution the inexperienced, 
however, by no means to tread or roll 
in seed if the ground is not dry. The

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soil may often be in a suitable condi- 


i tion to sow, and yet too damp to be 
trodden upon or rolled. In such cases 


these operations may not be nmeces- 
sary at all, for if rainy weather en- 
sue, the seeds will germinate, 


or rolling may be done a week or 


more after the seed has been sown, if 
there is any reason to. believe that it 


may suffer from the dry, hot air. 


Another important advantage gained 


by treading in the seeds is that. when 
we have crops. of beets, celery, 
turnips, spinach, or anything else that 
is sown in rows, the seeds to form the 
erop come up at once, while the seeds 
of the weeds, that are just as liable 
to perish by the heat as are those of 
the crop, ‘are retarded.: 


Of course, this rule of treading in 


or firming seeds after sowing must 
not be blindly followed. Barly in 
Spring. or late in the Fall, when the 
soll is damp and there is no danger 
from heated, dry air, there is no 
necessity for doing so. ; 

Now, if firming the -soil around 
seed, to protect it from the influence 
of a dry and ‘hot atmosphere, is a 


of 
course; but if there is any likelihood 
of a continued drought, the treading 


———— 
necessity, it-is obvious that it is even 
more so in the case of plants whose 
rootlets are more, sensitive to such in- 
fluence than the dormant seed. . 

Experienced professional horticul- 
turists are less likely to neglect this 
than to neglect it in the case of seeds, 
for the damage from such neglect is 
éasier to be seen, and hence better 
understood by the practical nursery- 
man, but with the inexperienced ama- 
teur the case is different. 

When he receives his package of 
trees or plants from the nurseryman 
he handles them as ff they were 
glass: Every -broken twig- or reot 


ceeds to plant them, gingerly 
straightening out each root and sift- 
ing the soil around it, but: he 
would no more stamp down that soil 
than he would stamp on the soil of his 
mother’s grave. So the plant, in nine 
eases out of ten, is left loose and wag- 
gling; the dry air penetrates through 
the soil to its roots; the Winds shake 
it; it shrivels up and fails to grow; 
and then come the anathemas on the 
head of the unfortunate nufseryman, 
who is charged with selling him dead 
trees or plants.

Next Tuesday Last Day to Pay 
Water Rates Without Penalty. 


March 31.—Last-day to pay water 
rates without penalty. After this date 
5 per cent. will be added thereto; and 
if not paid on or before Juné 30 10 
per cent. more will be added. 

April 15.—Requisitions -should . be 
sent about this date by mail to the 
office of the Receiver of Taxes In the 
borough in which the property : is 
located, for bills for the real estate 
taxes which will. become due and pay- 
able May 1. 

Preferably the blank form furnished 
by the Receiver should be used! Tax- 
map block and lot numbers should be 
given, and a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope should be inclosed for reply. 
(Personal tax bills are mailed without 
requisition, but persons liable to this 
tax should inquire for bills if not re- 
ceived.) , 

May 1.—First half of real estate 
taxes and all of personal taxes be- 
come due and payable; may be paid 
without penalty at any time during 
the month of May. 


The second half of real estate taxes 
does not become due until Noy. 1, but 
may be paid at any time prior to that 
date, provided the first half shall have 
been paid, and a discount will be al- 
lowed on the second half at the rate 
of 4 per cent. per annum from the 
date of payment to. November 1. 

If the Real Estate tax bill bears 
the word “ Arrears,” 
that a prior tax or assessment is still 


unpaid, and a bill for such arrears

offices are also in the respective Mu- 
nicipal Buildings. All current taxes 
are payable at the office of the Re- 
ceiver of Taxes, and all assessments

Pay- 
ments should be made, preferably, by 
check and sent by mail, with a seif- 


addressed stamped envelope inclosed 


for the return of receipted Bil. It is

The tract on which they will be built 
igs the only remaining vacant ground 
in the Ridgewood section, in close 
proximity to the elevated road, be- 


tween the Kings and Queens County 
boundary line, 

The price paid by the syndicate for 
the last portion of the Wyckoff. farm 
was the high-record price for land in 
Ridgewood, being about $2,750 per 
plot. The G. X. Mathews Company a 
short. time ago bought a portion of 
the Wyckoff farm immediately ad- 
joining, at $1,000 per lot, and the 
same company also bought the Fieck- 
enstein farm in 1908 on a basis of 
about $800 per lot. 

The late Orlando Harriman bought 
a farm at Fresh Pond Road before the 
extension of the Myrtle Avenue ele- 
vated for about $2, per acre. Three 
years ago he offered the tract of over 
500 lots to the G. X. Mathews Com- 
pany at, $600 per lot.

ELECTRICALLY MADE BREAD. 


Denver People Eat It and Like It— 
The Machines Used. 


In Denver, Col., the demand for bread 
years ago excesded the capacity of 
hand manufaeture. The High quality 
required and the largé quantity con- 
sumed within an accessible territory 


have preved that the best results can 
be obtained by mechanical means, 
Through the use of electric power’ one 
of the companies has built up the largest 
baking business in the Rocky Mountain 
bh ‘sa 
lour is hauled directly from the mills 
and handled by two electric -elevators. 
Electric motors are used to drive grayity 
mixers and @ifters as well as to dry the 
pues used for*taking water frem ar- 
esian wells. eee morning at 2 o'clock 
twe electric mixers are used to tear up 
the dough, thus getting the best effect 
of the starches and glutens. Batches 
of a th@usand pounds each are mixed 
for twenty or thirty minutes, after 
which éast, sugar, and starch are 
added, hen these are assimilated the 
machine tilts automatically, emptying 
the dough into a trough, where it is 
kept at a. temperature of 80 degreos 
Fahrenheit and allowed te rise ‘for 
about eight hours. It is then deposited 
in a hopper, from, which it drops by 
parity 3° two motor-driven dividers. 
he dough-in each maghine is, forded in 
by a weight, four plungers simultaneous- J 
ly proguting four loaves .at the ‘rate 
of ae loaves ar hour. 
then arte upon a conveyer belt, 
flour : sifted over the belt and loaves, 
and the latter-are canveyed to a.helical 
baller driven by an electric motor. 

The interior cylinder of this machine 
rotates and carries the loaves from the 
bottom to the top of the helix. 
machine thereby produces the effect of 
kneading the loaves, creating a tough 
skin so that they will not stick to the 
conveyor: he loaves are, next de- 
posited upon a motor driven conveyor, 
which carries them to the top proofing 
conveyor. This latter device — ot 
six endless belts, each 110 feet long. 
The speed af the machine ee oy upon 
the softness of the dough he loaves 
are dropped upon the top belt at one 
end and conveyed to. the opposite en, 
where they are dropped upon the next 
belt. and so on down until they have 
pean aver all six belts. The opéra- 
ion requires from seven to sixteen min- 
utes. Next the loaves are carried to a 
loaf molding machinc.

Carisbad, the famous Summer -water- 
ing place in’ Bohemia, with @ Winter 
population: of 15,000 and one of 200,- 
000 ‘from May. to October, is a ‘fine 
place for ‘the display of ‘automobiles, 
but offers @ very poor opportunity 
for - their “use,: according” to” United 
States Vice Consul: Henry. B. “Albright. 

“ Among'the natives of this locality,” 
says Mr. Albright, “ only a very few 
could afford to purchase even a low- 
priced automobile, but .even if they 
desired one there would be obstacles 
on all sides to its practical use. TM 
streets of Carlsbad, running at right 
angles ‘to. the. winding river, are too 
steep and narrow for automobiles. The 
topography. of the locality itself: is of 
such a‘nature as to .make motorivg 
unsatisfactory except between certain 
towns and.on a few roads. Such roads 
as are available; however, are good. 

“On the other hand, travelers to Carls- 
bad ‘frequently take automobile trips 
to the near-by towns for an outing. 
Half of the visitors are usually, here 
for. three to five weeks. according to 
the- length ‘of the. treatment ordered 
for. them, and: others for a shorter 
period. These people have in this way 
an opportunity to witness a demonstra- 
tion of a:car, and there is a possibility: 
of encouraging sales by, such exhibi- 
tions. : An agent: might be able to dis-

MAKE ‘A RUBBER HAM. 
‘How Material for Tires Is Gathered 


in the Jungles by Natives. 


| Making rubber tires 1s to most 
motorists a vague and mysterious 
process, which, however, generally is 
supposed to be a simple one. ‘Few 
know anything definite ‘of how the 
change from raw gum’ to the finished 
productis effected or.the many oper- 
ations necessary from the time the 
rubber is gathered until the last.in- 
spector passes the tire. H. S. Fire- 
stone, President of one,of the large 
tire companies, described: the primary 
steps last wéek. — 

“The .Amazon district in, South 
America, the Federated Malay States, 
Africa, and’ Mexico supply the world 
with rubber,” he said. “ That which 
comes from the district around Para, 
Brazil, is the best grade, and no 
better rubber than up-river fine Para 
has yet' been produced. Ceylon, dur- 
ing the "lest few years, has come.-to 
the front as a great rubber-producing 
State. Hundreds of thousands ; of 
acres’ are under cultivation and the 
quality of gum produced is very. high. 





lowest in the scale. 
utmost difficulty is rubber gathered 
‘in the jungles of South America, Na- 
tives of the’ section are engaged in 
the work and often théy ‘must fight 
their way through wild-animal in- 
fested forests for miles to reach the 
Tubber-bearing trees. The gum is ob- 
tained after the fashion employed in 
gathering maple syrup. 

“On the Indians’ return to. camp 
the gum which they have collected 
is smoked. The usual method is to 
thrust. a stick into the liquid rubber 
and then turn it over ‘a slow fire 
made. of a very oily palm. nut; (the 
best fuel that-can be used), until that 
which has been picked up. has har- 
dened, Again and again is this re- 
peated until a great ball or “ham” 
of -smoked rubber is. formed.. It is 
shipped in that form, containing many 
impurities and when feceived here 
must be washed. The cultivated rub- 
ber is for the most part clean and 
generally is ready for compounding 
‘when received.’’

TIRES CLOSELY. WATCHED. 


How One of the Rubber Companies 
Safeguards Its Product’ from Flaws. 


Unremitting vigilance is the price 

of a good tire. From the time the 
gum is put. through the first of the} 
processes which will build it into tire, 
tube, or dtcessory it must be closely 
serutinized, to see that all-is as it 
should be. 
“This is a description of the inspec- 
tion system maintained by one of the 
large tire companies to ta as the 
reputation of its produ 

Each lot of *fabric, “sate it ‘is re- 
‘ceived, is unrolled slowly over elec- 
tric lights, while every square) inch 
of the cloth is watched for flaws of 
any kind. If that inspection is passed, 
a -piece from each roll must submit 
to a pulling test. The degree of moist- 
ure-in the fabric has much to,do with 
determining the breaking point. Be- 
tween 250 and 300 pounds is a good 
test: The rubber’is watched just as. 
closely. After the crude gum __is 
washed it is hung in the drying rooms, 
There a certain temperature must. be 
maintained at all times; and it-is the 
duty. of several men to watch condi- 
tions generally;day and night.. . 

In buiiding the pneumatic tires it 
has been found necessary to havé at 
lease one inspector’to every ten men. 
After one operation has‘been complet- 
ed the next cannot be begun until the 
first has been O. K.’d. After, a tube. 
‘has been built up it is inspected for 
weight and sizé. “If passed, it is‘cured, 
and then again subjected to an. ex- 
haustive test, which establishés.. its 
fitmess or unfitness. to be passed on 
to the consumer.

If the State law had not 
been changed they would still be re- 
quired in most instances to maintain 
higher reserves than their neighbors in 
the national system and higher than 
théy would be required to maintain by 
the Federal reserve law itself. 


While State institutions may take im- | Ft 


mediate, advantage of these reductions, 
so far as the law is concerned, those 
that are members of the Clearing House 
in this city or which clear their checks 
through members will be prevented from 
making the reduction by the reserve re- 
quirements of the Clearing House Asso- 
ciation. These will be lowered te-con- 
ferm to the provisions of the Federal 
Reserve act, but it is not expected that 
such. action will be taken until about 
the time the act itself becomes effective 
in this respect.

Banks and trust companies outside the

AT FALL RIVER MILLS. 


A Spurt of Activity, Which Began 
on Wednesday, Continued. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., March .28.~The 
print cloth market took on an active 
tone, so far as inquiry and sales were 
concerned this week, and the sales are 
larger than they have been for- several 
weeks. . With the increased © business 
some manufacturers were forced to 
grant concessions, and this condition 
made for smaller profits. ._The argu- 
ment of millmen is that, at current 
prices, the margin of profit. is yery 
little, arid it is«stated that some goods 
are manufactured at an actual. oss. 
Printers were in the market to some ex- 
tent, and a fair amount of business was 
done -in printers’ styles, although at the 
same time the narrow division of the 
cloth market is, and has been for some 
time past, very quiet, indeed, sd much 
so that many styles :are quoted nominal. 
Contracts with some printers extend 
through the next six weeks and longer. 
The call for wide goods was rather 
good, and contracts were ‘executed for 
goods tobe delivered up to the first of 
July. 

The total sales for the week will ex- 
ceed 250,000 pleces, and the spurt: in 
business came about Wednesday and 
continued in a fair way through*the re- 
maining days<of they week. ~One of the 
strong features of the week’s trading 
was the insistency on the part of some 
puyers for reductions in prices, and this 
was played up so strongly with manu- 
facturers that more than a majority 
yielded to the demands of ‘buyers. The 
condition of the cotton yarn. markets is 
relatively quiet. tton ruled quiet.

In Part 1, Section 3 of the Pinkham 
plan the suggestion is made that the 
fixed wagés should be reduced (using 
an arbitrary: figure) from $8 ‘a week. to 
‘$7; fixing the latter figure on the basis 
of 4 per cent. {of the “sales, which, to 
earn-$7, Must total $175. On. all sales 
in excess of $175 it-is suggested that a 
commission -ranging from’ 1 to 3 per 
cent, be* paid, ‘with the further. sugges- 
tion’ thatthe exact percentage of the 
bonus should be in inverse ratio to the 
sales price of tfie merchandise handled 
and the readiness with which it may be 
sold. One of the-first .criticisms of Sec- 
retary Redfield Sup this point. Con- 
cerning it Mr. edfield says that it 

should. be. made perfectly clear that the 
reduction of the fixed wage from $8.to 
$7 is made Pe ged as a basis of calcula- 
tion, and t pi fd fs the intention of the
